London, November 2.—Special dispatch- 
es to this morning’s London newspapers 
zepreseant the condition of affairs in Rus- 
sia. as being extremely grave, especially 
in the provinces. §t. Petersburg, the dis- 
patches say, remafng comparatively quiet. 
Late last night the streets of that capital 
mere patrolled by strong forces of gen- 
darines and Cossacks, and no further 
disorders have been reported. 

Aooording to the St. Petersburg oor- 
respondent of The Dally Mail, the revo- 
lutionaries demand the establishment of 

republic, and as a result of this de- 
mand, the strong arm of General Trepoff 
has again been evoked. Thus, says the 
correspondent, brute force and popular 
sedition are now facing each other. 

Even the appointment of Grang Duke 
Michasj as military dictator and General 
Trepoff as his right hand man is dils- 
cussed in official circles, according to the 
correspondent, who adds that late laat 
night the revolutionary leaders advised 
the populace to refrain from precipltat 
ing a conflict at present.

A dispatch from Odessa describes that 
city as having experienced a dreadful 
day, the defenseless populace being at the 
mercy of a howling and armed rabble 
of 50,000 men, calling themselves loyal- 
ists and led by. disguised policemen and 
their wretched dupes. 

This dispatch says: 

“The Jews made a stout resistance, and 
their successful bravery entailed lamenta- 
ble sacrifices, It is impossible to obtain 
the casualties,’but rumor puts the num- 
ber of killed and wounded as high as 
2000, many by bombs, which the mobs 
used wholesale. Not until late at night 
when the mumierous work had gone un- 
checked for hours, were the troops 
brought, cordons placed around the Jew- 
igh quarter, and quiet somewhat _re- 
stored. 

“The law-abiding citizens are incensed 
with Governor General Kaulbers, whc | 
is held to be responstble.
